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YOUR NEXT DUTY STATION: LAOS

Every serviceman stands a good chance 
of getting killed somewhere overseas where he’s 
not wanted. Most of the time it’s nothing personal. 
The workers, farmers and soldiers who may be 
shooting at you have more in common with you 
than the brass or bussinessman whose interests 
the military serves and protects in this country 
and abroad. 

The brass will tell you a lot of things about 
why you’ll be in Laos or Guatemala or the New 
York Post Office or Cambodia or Panama or 
Thailand or Newark or Germany or Turkey or Detroit 
or Okinawa or Guantanamo or Washington, D.C. 

Your next duty station in the biggest 
business security force in the world might be Laos, 
one of the hottest known places where Americans are 
fighting. Laos, Vietnam, and Cambodia can be 
seen as fronts in the same war, because there 
is one reason why American troops are all over 
the globe--the political-economic system called 
imperialism, 

Laos is shaped like the first symbol. It 
is la n d-locked between China, Vietnam, Cambodia 
Thailand, and Burma. There are about 21/2 
million Laotians, an estimated 600,000 of whom 
have already lost their homes to American Bomb- 
ing missions. Laos, like Vietnam, once grew 
enough rice to be a rice-exporting nation. But 
now, after eight years of being bombed, Laos 
must import 50,000 tons of rice a year. 

In the early fifties, the Laotians drove 
the French imperialists out of their country. At 
that time the only group in the new kingdom of Laos 
with enough popular support to unify the country 
was the Neo Lao Haksat Party, called the Patriotic 
Front, The Patriotic Front was a coalition of 
Laotian neutralists, socialists, and communists . 

It was legally elected to power by a majority of 
the Laotian people. 

The CIA (Green Berets in civies) , being 
unhappy with the Laotian people’s choice, moved 
in and instigated a coup which toppled the 
Patriotic Front government. Then the CIA set 
up another election and again the people voted 
for a Patriotic Front government. 

You'd think at this point the CIA would get 
the message and leave the Laotians alone. But no, 
the CIA instigated yet another coup which 
toppled the second legally elected Patriotic 
Front government , 

Since then civil war has raged throughout 
Laos and the situation becomes more complicated 
and miserable every year. The only thing that 
anyone knows for sure is that whoever the CIA 
supports in Laos is bound to be unpopular and 

At the moment the CIA's favorite puppet is 
Vang Po, an old friend of General Ky, vice-president 
of South Vietnam. Vang Po served as a sergent with 
the French imperialists army during the fifties. 

Now he controls the Meo tribesmen for the CIA. 


where they had raised opium poppies. 

Relations between them and the native Laotians 
were unfriendly and the French took advantage 
of this. They began to arm the Meo and use 
them against national liberation forces in Laos 
and neighboring Vietnam. 

Today under the command of Vang Po, the 
400,000 Meo are supplied by the CIA with guns, 
ammunition, rice, liquor, cigarettes, clothes 
and American '’advisors”. The Pentagon admits 
that all this costs $150 million a year, which 
means that it costs much more than that. In 
return for these goods and services, the Meo must 
attack native Laotians. 

All supplies for Vang Po's ’’army” are 
delivered by the civilian Air American and 
Continental Air Services lines, which are 
subsidized by the CIA. The New York Times, the 
London Times, Le Monde, New Republic, the Far 
Eastern Economic Reviewand Ramparts have reported 
that the CIA planes often carry cargoes of 
opium on their return flights from the positions 
of Vang Po's army in the northeast of Laos. 

Current estimates from informed economic 
sources place the total opium traffic in 
Laos at between $3 and $5 million a year. This 
includes opiumthat goes through Laos on CIA 
planes on its way from Burma and Thailand. 

(By the time this opium becomes heroin and is 
sold on American streets, its value has increased 
as much as a hundred times) * 

Opium is the only cash crop in Laos, and . 
trade in it is legal. In all other Asian 
countries, opium growing and trading is illegal, 
so Laos has become the center of Asian opium 
trade. CIA and U<S. military planes are the 
principal transporters of the drug because they 
are not subject to strict customs inspections. 

The CIA uses racism and tribalism in 
addition to opium to divide and control the 
Laotian people. The U.S. military bombs the 
rice fields in the lowlands. This leaves 
opium ( which only grows in the mountains) 
at the only cash crop left in Laos. The Meo 
who live in the mountains, control this crop 
and, therefore, the entire economy of Laos. 

CIA and U.S, military planes aid the hated Meo 
by transporting their cash crop to American 
markets . 

So when the brass wants to load you on a 
civilian-looking plane that goes to Laos, it 
will be to support Vang Po and his Meo tribe- 
smen. The reason Vang Po and ’’democratic 
forces” will need help is because the native 
•Laotians don’t like CIA-trained dope 
peddlers overturning their elections and 
running their country. They will fight 
hard and long to kick puppet Pao out, and 
for the right to run their affairs as they 
wish, even if the CIA doesn't approve,

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Y01JNC BLACK KILLED IN 


UNPROVOKED POLICE ATTACK 

PORTSMOUTH, Va. (LNS) -- John Bellainv, a six- 
teen-yea:r-old black youth, was shot to death by a 
city nig heTe on Sent. 19, during an incident in 
which eight other people were wounded by gunfire. 

The shootings occurred after a football game bet- 
ween two predominantly black high schools. 

According to the Portsmouth nolice department, 
the killings happened as the result of police of- 
ficers being fired on by a group of black youths, 
including Bellamy. The cops claim that Bellamy 
and the others were shot when police returned 
their fire. 

According to the many witnesses, two young 
blacks began sparring for fun on the sidewalk as 
a large crowd was leaving the football stadium. 

The festive mood was abruptly ended when Ports- 
mouth policeman Jerry Ennis got out of his car, 
approached the scene, and without warning began 
firing his gun into the air. The crowd broke up 
and ran. Another group of cops came out of the 
stadium and opened fire on the unarmed, fleeing 
people. The police also loosed dogs on the crowd. 

The police gunfire was unprovoked and indiscrimin^ 
ate, aimed primarily at spectators leaving the 
game who had no idea“What was going on. 

Nine people were hit by the police gunfire; 
all were wounded in the back. John Bellamy was 
also hit in the back and fell to the ground. As he 
tried to get up again', he -was shot twice more at 
point blank range by Ennis, who then reloaded 
his gun and began firing into the crowd again. 

Portsmouth police and politicians, with the 
full cooperation of the local press, have been 
attempting to whitewash the killing. Police Chief 
Warren conducted a six-hour investigation and then 
appeared on television to announce that the shoot- 
ings were justified. Commonwealth attorney Von L. 
Piersall said there was no need for further investi- 
gation. News media reports accept the police version 
of the attack. 

The police claim that they were fired upon first, 
yet they have found no weapons except their own, not 
even on the body of Bellamy, who they claim was shoot- 
ing at them. The only witnesses supporting the police 
version of the affair are white policemen. 

Normally when a city policeman kills someone 
"in the line <5f dutv," he is automatically suspended 
pending an inquiry. Jerry Ennis has not been sus- 
pended. Black Portsmouth residents sav that Ennis 
has a reputation for being trigger-happv. In fact,, on 
February 26, 1970, he shot and killed a black man. 

This killing was equally ignored. 

Tension has been high in Portsmouth since the 
killing. On Sept. 21, black citizens marched on the 
city courthouse to protest the murder. They were 
met by police with shotguns and ^ogs; armed guards 
have been poised around the clock at the citv hall 
and the police station. 

Meetings of black citizens called in order to 
plan a response to the killing have been surrounded 
by large groups of armed cops. 


There are continual incidents of police har- 
assment of black vouths . One was arrested for 
"disorderly conduct" while walking down the street. 
Two other youths were arrested on the same charge 
while sitting in their own back vard. When their 
mother came out of the house, the police held a 
gun to one brother's head and warned the mother 
not to cause any trouble or they would kill him. 
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YOUNG WHITE WORKER KILLED BY COP 


DETROIT (LNS) -- Patrolman Ronald Gedda used 
to be a motorcycle con. He still wears ’leather 
boots and walks with a swagger. In 1967 this 
pig shot and killed a black woman during the 
Detroit riots, then pretended he had stumbled 
and shot her by accident. The woman was shot 
between the eyes. 

On Sunday, October 11, Gedda shot and killed 
a voung white worker in full view of the victim's 
family. Charles Calloway was 'a 24-year old white 
worker at Chrysler; , he a l s0 worked part time 
in a service station. His wife, of Puerto Rican 
descent, is left with their three children. 

According to witnesses, the incident took 
place when two police officers, Gedda (who is 
white) and Patrolman "'illiam Freeman (who is 
black) were driving up the alley behind Calloway's 
house. Callowav was under his car showing the 
transmission to three black men who were inter- 
ested in buying it. The oolicemen got out of 
their car and went over to talk to Calloway. 

A fight ensued. The policemen got Calloway 
down on his back, and beat him for several min- 
utes . 

By this time a crowd had gathered. A woman 
witness, one of Calloway's neighbors, recalled: 
"The colored cop jumped up and he says, 'Shoot 
him and get it over with! ' So this red-headed 
con [Gedda] got un, backed up a little and he 
shot him. But he didn't shoot him with the gun 
in his holster, he shot him with a little gun 
he carried in his belt... he couldn't have been 
over five or six feet away from Charlie when he 
shot him." 

Another of Callway's niehgbors, who was stan- 
ding only two feet away from Patrolman Gedda 
when he fired, remembers that he asked the 
cop, "What the hell did you shoot that man for?" 
Gedda said, "He tried to grab mv gun." Calloway's 
neighbor responded, "How could he grab your 
gun when you're way back here and the man's 
sitting there on the ground?" Gedda didn't 
say anvthing to that, but he took his other gun 
out of his holster and pointed it at the witnes- 
ses and said, "Stav where you're at." 

The incident ended the wav many similar po- 
lice actions are concluded. Having satisfied 
their bloodlust, Patrolmen Gedda and Freeman 
radioed for held, "'itnesses state that the two 
policemen were visibly shaken and afraid of the 
crowd's reactions. The crowd, however, was un- 
derstandably wary of the cops' guns. Gedda and 
Freeman then dumped Calloway's dead body onto

SOUTH VIETNAMESE RESPOND TO VIETNAMIZATION : 

ONE, TWO, THREE, FOUR, 

WE DON'T WANT YOUR FUCKING NAR EITHER

NEW YORK (LNS) — Nixon's much*heralded 
program of Vietnamization -- an increased reliance ^ 
on mercenary ground forces — has helped to keep 
U.S. casulaty levels low, but has failed in every 
other objective. 

The current U.S. military posture in South 
Vietnam is an almost totally pasisive expeditionary 
force dug into enclaves around artillery and air 
bases, with beefed up ARVN forces serving as 
defense perimeters. [ARVN is the Army of the Re- 
public — Thieu's puppet army] With the ex- 
ception of the U.S. invasion of Cambodia a 
military and political failure of major proportions 
the. IT.$. liktoeditiontoy 7 force'.. has coifttiCtdd* no 5 im- 
portant ground offensive since the costly Assaults 
oh Haaberger Hill over a yaarago. 

By contrast, the National Liberation Front 
has launched attacks this year against SB of the 
48 province capitals, 155 out of 260 district towns 
and 2323 strategic hamlets. During the sails 
period, NLF figures claim the destruction of 60 
pacification teams, 1400 pacification agents and 
38,400 casualties among polios, militia and ARVN 
troops. 

But even more serious than the military 
failure of Vietnamization is the groUingaass 
opposition to the Thieu-fy regime, that the >.inp la- 
mentation of the program has caused. Young people 
in the U.S. have marched, deserted, trashed, 
burned and bombed to show the U.S. government we 
won't fight on the wrong side of thelndo china War. 
The same thing is happening more and more in pouth 
Vietnam now that the demand for troops is being 
heavily transferred onto the Vietnamese -? Yeung 
people there are being galvanized into militant 
opposition to the Ihieu-Ky regime. 

Because of Vietnamization, Saigon has had to 
pressgang recruits, resulting in an euer-igrewing 
number of dissidents, draft dodgers and NLF 
sympathizers in ARVN. The government haa begun 
an unpopular crash program to recruit the ARVN 
officer corps from the ranks of secondary school 
and university students. Secondary students were 
ir recently forced to take such impossible examina- 
tions that eighty percent of the students failed, 
thereby losing their draft deferments. In the 
Cao Thanh Technical High School in Saigon pn 
important center of activity during the anti-piem 
campaign of 1963 -- student protest this spring 
led to sit-ins, occupation of the buildings and 
violent clashes with police which lasted fbr 
several days. 

Le Van Nuoi, the President of the National 
High School Student Union, wrote a letter to the 
students of the world on Sept. 9: "We hate Mr. 

Nixon and Mr. Nguyen Van Thieu who caused the! 
sufferings of our people. We must serve in the 
army at 17 and 18 to prolong and expand the 
tragic war in our country instituted by the UlS. 
government. We the young people realize the 
oppression and the destruction, and we must stand 


up and fight against it" 

University students have responded even more 
forcefully to Saigon regulations requiring 
military training on week-ends and during the 
simmer months. In the spring of 1969, these 
regulations set off a rash of street demonstrations , in 
which students burnt down military offices. The * 
students launched another anti-government offensive 
in major cities this spring. They were reacting a- 
gainst Saigon's indifference to the massacre of 
ethnic Vietnamese in Cambodia in the aftermath of 
the U.S. invasion, and against attempts to revive 
the compulsory military training regulations they 
had trashed the year before. 

The student struggle is still going on despite 
incredible attempts to repress it through mass 
arrests, detention in tiger cages, torture and 
assassination. Huynh Tan Mam, head of the Saigon 
'Student Union, has spent close to six months of 
the past year in Chi Hoa prison. The following 
cable, received in the U.S. by the National Student 
Assocation on Sept. 20, speaks for itself: 

"Mam and friends are in agony in jail. Students 
on unlimited hunger strike. May die. May immolate. 
Saigon Student Uhion continuously barricaded and 
repressed. Students being threatened with arrest. 

Need immediate action. Make general appeal in U.S." 

Many mothers of the students have gone on 
hunger strikes outside the prisons in support of 
their daughters and sons inside. One 70-year-old 
woman joined the strike Sept. 25 and told the press., 

"I am old* I fear no death, and I am going to fast 
until My. Thieu releases the students, ay. children." 

Political opposition in the cities of South 
Vietnam is by no means confined to students. 

Through July of this year there were three major 
labor strikes and several smaller ones involving 
hundreds of thousands of people ranging from ^tack 
workers, bus drivers and hotel employees to dpter 
and electrical workers. Although these strikes 
were based on economic demands (Saigon prices 
have risen 50% in less than a year), the context of 
Saigon makes every strike political, and a 1965 
law makes every one illegal. 

South Vietnamese intellectuals and journalists 
have also become increasingly outspoken and active 
in their criticism of Vietnamisation, the Thleu- 
Ky regime and continued U.S. devastation of Vietnam. 
They began by issuing statements supporting the 
struggles of the students, disabled war veterans and 
other victims of government repression. Even Tran 
Van Don, one of the more reactionary members of the 
Saigon National Assembly, and a close friend of 
Madame Nhu, has openly supported the students. 

Saigon newspapers are dropping the quotation marks 
around NLF (the way the N.Y. Times has dropped 
the quotes around revolution when they talk about 
us). They have also begun referring to Madame 
Binh, head of the Provisional Revolutionary Govern- 
ment delegation in Paris, by her full title, a 
customary sign of respect she had not been pre- 
viously accorded in those papers. 

Several papers openly criticize "U.S. im- 
perialism" and report the PRG statements issued 
in Paris. Tin Sang , the largest circulation Saigon 
daily. prinfeH 1 THe ful 1 text of the PRG Eight Point 
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Program as a front page article. The regime : of 
course, strikes baok c In the past six months 
alone over 200 newspapers have been seized. Tin 
Sang was seized 75 times and publication was 
suspended eight rimes during that period. 

But the struggle net only continues • it 
spreads and gains in strength, organization and 
audacity.

With crowbars, hammers and broomhandles , 
we yanked off the sheet metal covering the door 
and windows, and saw in the light that the store 
was fairly clean and in good repair. 

Shortly after we had begun sweeping and 
washing floors and windows, a police car pulled 
up. One of the cops came in to ask what we were 
doing. When we told him we were setting up a 
women's center for the community, he said, "It 
looks more like a beauty parlor." He left, warn- 
ing us to leave garbage in front of the building,. 

By that time, many community people had 
gathered in front to see what was happening*, 

They read leaflets we had written in English 
and Spanish, explaining what we were planning to 
do. Then the cop ^ame back and asked if we were 
part of "that" Women's Liberation movement. "Yes* 
we told him. "Then I'd better get out of here," 
he replied. We didn't contradict him. 

More women came, bringing food, coffee pots, 
etc. Some carried sleeping bags, ready to 
spend the night in the storefront to protect our 
claim to it. When' we had finished cleaning up, 
we held our first meeting, while some of the men 
who had helped us stood outside handing out leaf- 
1 etSo 

We decided on some of the projects we wanted 
to start: abortion, birth control and sex in- 

formation and counselling; fiee clothing exchange; 
free weekly dinners for working mothers and their 
families* literature, books and films on women s 
liberation; consciousness-raising groups, in- 
formation for groups setting up day care facilitie 
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child-care cooperatives, especially for working 
mothers with sick children; places for women in 
transition to stay* divorce counselling; files 
of good and bad gynecologists and doctors in 
general. 

After the meeting broke up many women stayed 
to rap. At one point the superintendent hired by 
the city to watch the building came in to assure 
us that he hadn't called the police. While 
he was talking a woman, apparently his wife, kept 
trying to call him away. Final iy, she led him 
down the street,, and gave us a big V-sign behind 
his back. "Right on,, sister:" we yelled. 

We unfolded cots and sleeping bags but 
everyone felt so exhilixated that we stayed up, 
rapping* until late in the night. 

The cop from the day before woke us up to ask 
us if we were OK. We assured him we were* and 
he went back to his car* shaking his head. 

The store front is now open daily from 11 am 
until the evening programs are over. Schedules 
as of now are: Rap groups* Mondays and Wednesdays 

at 8 pm; business meeting* Tuesday at 8 pm; 
films and discussions of women's liberation books 
and pamphlets* Thursday at 8 pm. All women are 
welcome to come to our center.

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"WELL-KNOWN STUDENT RADICAL" 

REVEALED AS PIG AT UNIV. OF ALABAMA 

TUSCALOOSA* Ala. (LNS) — Charles Grimm* a 
well-known student radical at the University of 
Alabama campus here* has turned out to be an FBI 
informer. The revelation was made by three ACLU 
lawyers who are defending many of the students 
arrested during last May's national student strike 
in Tuscaloosa. Grimm admitted to being an agent 
for both the FBI and the Tuscaloosa police department. 

The lawyers charged Grimm with Arson and other 
"criminal" acts during the May uprising; he was 
arrested twice during that period* for failure to 
leave an unlawful assembly, and violation of curfew. 

Sharon Griney* Grimm's wife, was also busted 
in May r for siphoning gas from an automobile. 

Neither of the cases has been tried, although 
both were listed on the docket fox August 26. 

In a trial statement, the ACLU lawyers said 
that Grimm had told them that his roles in subvert- 
ing the student movement were varied- "..to infil- 
trate the student movement on campus- to identify 
the leaders of the movement* to engage in radical 
criticism of university officials* to encourage 
conflict and division within the university com- 
munity. to provoke students into committing acts of 
violence, and to make regular reports on [his] 
activities and the activities of those whom [he] 
observed.

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PUERTO RICAN AGENT PROVOCATEUR UNMASKED 

NEW YORK (LNS) -- The Movement for Puerto 
Rican Independence has expelled Bomexi Tczaz- 
ihuatl from their organization. Tczazihuatl is 
believed to be an important link in the chain of 
CIA infiltrators who are seeking to destroy the 
MPI. 

Tczazihuatl, an affiliate member of the MPI 
(his name is of Aztec derivation) for three mon- 
ths, had attempted to involve MPI sympathizers 
in acts of sabotage; he also attempted to fabri- 
cate proof of Cuban involvement in "terrorism" 
here by obtaining written commitments from his 
recruits to sabotage to go to Cuba for "special 
military training." 

Sonia Marrero, MPI's New York press secre- 
tary, feels Tczazihuatl's plan was to manipulate 
the willingness of these sympathizers to commit 
themselves to more active struggle. Tczazihuatl 
played on these people's desire for action by 
denouncing MPI politics as "overly intellectual." 

The MPI said it had information about other 
agents provocateurs but declined to disclose it 
at this time. Jose Irizarry, director of the MPI's 
New York Central Mission, issued this statement: 

"We want to warn all repressive agencies 
like the CIA that this, nor any other methods, 
will succeed in stopping th ascendant growth of 
our struggle." He vowed that the MPI would 
answer further provocation and any repression 
with more revolutionary action. 
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RADICAL LESBIANS IN LOUISVILLE CONFRONT 
"DEMOCRATIC" CONGRESSIONAL CANDIDATE 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (LNS) -- Confronted by a 
set of demands from the Radical Lesbians of the 
Gay Liberation Front of Louisville for an end 
to discrimination against homosexuals, the lo- 
cal "Democratic" candidate for Congress, Ron 
Maxolli, replied: "My concern for all people 
does not extend to breaking up the family unit 
on which America was built."

PORTLAND (LNS) — My last encounter with ram- 
pant anti- lesbianism occurred three years ago, 
when after I had parked my motorcycle at a hamburger 
stand, a drunk young man who did not like the way 
I looked came up to me and called me a queer; and 
when I failed to respond, he broke my nose. 

The threat of that kind of physical assault 
had hung over me for years. As a young lesbian, 
short-haired and defensive, I slouched through 
many rainy and half-drunk streets trying to figure 
out who I was. At that time, every catcall or muf- 
fled insult sounded like the prelude to a gang-beating 
-- my world was full of angry young men on Street 
comers. And late at night I sometimes fantasized 
armies of heavily armed lesbians, ready to help me 
beat them back in black boot military fashion. 

So when finally, the real fist from the real 
drunk young man’s anger hit my face, it wasn't as 
though I had never prepared for it. But during the 
period between those violent fantasies and the 
actual punch, I had changed my hair style and 
appearance to the point of not being readily 
recognizable as a lesbian. Essentially I looked 
like any other woman, except that I drove a bike. 

The crazy guy was completely out of date -- I'd 
been all set up for him eight years before that, so 
why did he wait until I'd gotten almost "respectable?" 

Now, in retrospect, I believe he was not so 
much punching out a lesbian as he was punching out 
a woman who was carrying a motorcycle helmet. He 
didn’t give a damn about my choice of sexual partners 
or whether I did nasty things in bed; what upset 
him was my intrusion into two of his manly terri- 
tories: machinery and action. 

I had antagonized him, not as a pervert but as 
a somewhat liberated woman -- capable of acting 
and thinking on my own — and that’s what he'd 
been taught to react violently against. 

The straight women involved in the women's 
liberation movement are beginning to face various 
degrees of this same blatant chauvinism from men: 
the hostility that lesbians have known about for 
years. They also are beginning to understand the 
enormous isolation that women — all women — are 
subjected to: isolation from each other because they 
have to compete for men’s attention (whether he's 
a husband or a boss); isolation from activity 
(men do things while women sit and watch); iso- 
lation from decisions (women are told they are stu- 
pid and undependable); and isolation from know- 
ledge (men gladly tell other men how the plumbing 
or the car work, and what keeps suspension bridges 
suspended, ) 

The lesbian solution to a male dominated soc- 
iety has traditionally been to "pass", to hide — 
to pair off with a lover (if she’s lucky) and to 
surround herself with a few safe friends, and let it 
go at that. This double life is so ag6nizingly schi- 
zophrenic and lonely it’s a wonder we didn't all 
go mad long ago. 


"My mother gave me a nickel, 

To buy a pickle* 

I didn't buy no pickle, 

It cost a quarter." --folk song 
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Straight women, as they begin to unravel the 
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this society* are finding a better solution ~~ the 
exact opposite of isolation. By banding together 
in small groups, they find they can develop strong 
supportive voices for themselves and each other, 
to help cenfrent and change male attitudes toward 
them. 

In this process, one of the problems they 
are going to have to think about is the fact that 
many men accuse them of being lesbians, just for 
taking part in the women’s liberation movement, 
and for starting to think and act for themselves. 

If ever there was a chance for a group of 
lesbians to calk openly, cc teach straight women 
and learn from them and to begin to break down 
some of the myths about us, it's surely m these 
women's groups. 

Because the women’s liberation movement is 
still unstructured and democratic, and so loose- 
ly formed, in fact, that no one even knows how 
many groups there are, it. is possible to be com- 
pletely open and still anonymous. 

Small groups oi women meet once a week. Be- 
cause the groups are small, it's easy to relax 
and get tc know each ether quickly. 

It’s been a long time coming, but if a change 
is going to come, now is when to begin it. My 
present fantasies are of an army of lesbians, 
heavily armed with information and support from 
each other, launching a real attack against male 
chauvinism and anti-homosexualism, by exchanging 
information and moral support with heterosexual 
women. Let’s get to it.

''Alfred Neider, chief of Police of San Fran- 
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cisco, wrote to us they are going to refer parents 
to us from now on, although most police departments 
have a policy against such referrals. In Berkeley 
the police keep two copies of the Locator in 
the squad car that patrols Telegraph Avenue, where 
the kids hang out." 

"I'd appreciate it if you let your police 
department know they can have as many copies as 
they want," Stamper tells his visitors. "We'll 
put them on the mailing list weekly. Yosemite 
National Park asked us for 12 copies, one for each 
of their ranger stations!" 

But Stamper has made just one mistake. In the 
effort to garner as much free publicity as poss- 
ible, he has asked the press to publish his of- 
fice address and phone numbers at the office and 
at home. He estimates that there are some one 
million runaways nationally, but he does not 
seem to realize that they can get together to 
defend themselves against profiteers like Stamper. 

It is now unclear just how safe his office 
at 1603 Solano Ave., Berkeley, Ca., will be in 
the months to come. 

Stamper hoped that his telephone numbers 
would be put in the hands of the many parents 
whose kids are getting less and less happy at 
home; that the parents would record them for 
future use. 

But kids can also record phone numbers for 
future use (Stamper's numbers, for example, are 
[415] 525 5023 at the office, at [415] 526 6967 
at home.) 

Stamper's phones may just get so busy in 
the next few months that he will be forced to 
ignore them completely.

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CHILE: ALLENDE PROCLAIMED PRESIDENT BY CONGRESS 

WHILE CIA STRIKES TO SAVE U.S. INTERESTS

SANTIAGO, Chile (LNS)--The was once a g_ 
ain defeated in Latin America. The murder of 
moderate, armv Commander-in-Chief General Rene 
Schneider Chereau, who died on October 25, one 
day after Marxist Dr. Salvador Allende offici- 
ally became president of Chile, did not bring an 
end to the new socialist government. Schneid- 
er had consistently blocked attempts by the 
right-wing within the Chilean armv to intervene 
during the recent and past political struggles. 

Scared bv the leftist victory in Perus and 
the new, more democratic regime in Bolivia; by 
the Cubans success at dispelling the latest 
(September 1970) US fantasy-excuse for an in- 
vasion of the island--the Societ submarine 
bases; and the infinite spirit and energy of the 
Tupamaros in Uraguay and National Liberating 
Action in Brazil, the CIA had hoped that by 
killing this moderate armv leader enough right- 
wing anger would be released for the creation 
of a coup d’etat. The people had elected Al- 
lende on September 4, 1970, after an 18 year 
campaign to socialize Chile without armed strug- 
gle. 

It now seems clear that when the ’’legal" 
attacks against the election had failed and Al- 
lende 's approval by congress was looming over 
them, the CIA felt it was time to create violent 
Chaos and begin one of its worn, infamous stra- 
tegies to destrov oppressed and exploited people 
' for the siake of threatened US investments. In 
Chile, some of those investors are Kennecott, 

Cero, Anaconda, Dow Chemical, Ford, Firestone, 
Coca-Cola, RCA, Bank of America and Bethlehem 
Steel (to name a few) . - 

Allende, a friend of Fidel Castro, plans to 
nationalize banks, transportation, communications, 
and US industries, along with beginning a 
program of agrarian reform. Also, relations with 
Cuba, North Vietnam, China, North Korea and East 
Germany will be renewed. 

On October 4, Allende had stated that he 
knew that the US would not just standbv as all 
this' happened. "I believe that there is a sec- 
tor linked to imperialist interests that will 
be ready to use any means whatever. Among these 
means are violence, economic chaos or an assa- 
s ination attempt . " 

So Schneider's death was no surprise to 
the new leaders. After the police had rounded 
up several suspects, Senator Aniceto Rodriguez 
secretary 5 general of the Socialist Party states: 
"All these people have been trained by the CIA." 

He further said that his statement was made ex- 
plicitly to "identify the CIA as the moral au- 
thor of this crime, which is not in the Chilean 
character; such a crime has never been committed' 
before m Chile,"

commanders funeral. Schneider is now a national 
symbol of respect for the country's constitution 
that protected this unprecedented election of a 
socialist president in Latin America. The army 
has pledged itself to this constitution. 

Chileans, are not naive.. As Allende was able 
to predict the recent assassination, the people are 
very aware of the predictable measures which might 
be used to destroy their new power. The US might ' 
be "forced" to protect North American lives on 
Guantanamo Naval Base, located in Socialist Cuba; 
or "defend" this hemisphere from Soviet subs; or 
assist its "fishing vessels" off the coast of Peru 
or Chile, The US is famous for arranging wars- -the 
military regime in Argentina could readily profit 
from "defending" its sovereignty from the new Latin 
"communist aggressor"--Chile . Allende takes office 
on November 3; the CIA will be heard from again.

YOU CAN HAVE YOUR PRINCIPAL, BUT... 

NEW YORK (LNS) --"Brother vin Tay , 
pal. Par , chers, dents want him. He is 
the P pi 's Ch c ." 

A strange tribute of hope and protest. This, 
sign was posted in the hall of Benjamin Franklin . 
High School in East Harlem, It is the Black and 
Puerto Rican people's reaction to the pig trick 
foisted on them by the city of New York, whose 
Board of Examiners recently named Melvin, Taylor act- 
ing principal--limited to a tenure of six months-- 
instead of principal, as the community had demanded. 
The city was clearly attempting to placate both the 
community and the combined forces of the Board of. - 
Education, the Organization of Principals and Su- 
pervisors, and the United Federation of Teachers, 
who all were against any appointment of Taylor. 

For the past seven months, Benjamin Franklin 
High School has been without a principal . Angered 
by the lack of attention given their school, stu- 
dents seized the time and closed it during the week 
of Oct. 12. The frustration of the students and com- 
munity leaders had been fed by the Board of Educa- 
tion's refusal to ineet their demands for a new prin- 
cipal, and for relief of overcrowded conditions. 

Immediately after the transfer of Ben Franklin's 
former principal in February, a 15-member screening 
committee composed of students, faculty, parents 
and representatives of the East Harlem community 
was set up to select a new principal, in line with 
recent NYC decentralization laws. 

The Board of Examiners tried to run a game on 
the people by sending the committee a list of "rec- 
ommended" candidates --minus their resumes. While 
interviews were conducted, the committee repeatedly 
asked the Board to forward the resumes of the can- 
didates--but no dice. 

After several months of interviewing, the com- 
mittee rejected the seven candidates (all of whom 
were white; Ben Franklin is 99% Black and Puerto 
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Rican) and began conducting interviews of their 
own candidates. The committee selected Melvin 
Taylor because of his^ familiarity with condi- 
tions at the school. He was a former teacher, 
guidance counselor and dean there. Ir addition, 

. the committee thought that Taylor, a Black, 
demonstrated a unique ability to relate to the 
problems of Third World students. 

After acting principa^l Sidney Greene resigned 
under pressure rrtm student demonstrations and 
demands that the Board of Examiners honor their 
own statutes--that no acting principal serve more 
than six months--the steering committee once 
again proposed Taylor as their choice for prin- 
cipal . 

Another month passed without communication 
from the Board concerning Taylor; so students 
voted to shut Ben Franklin down. They presented 
two demands: Taylor as principal and relief of 
the overcrowding. Franklin was designed for 2400 
students but has a current enrollment of 4600. 

One student described the situation: "We have 
classes in the cafeteria, offices, auditorium, 
locker room and health station--the only free 
areas are the bathrooms!" 

On Thursday, Oct. 15, in an attempt to co- 
opt the strike, Harvey Scribner, City Chancellor 
of Schools, declared Ben Franklin closed. In re- 
taliation, students, joined by some faculty, sat- 
in' overnight. During the sit-in students maintained 
discipline among themselves. They bounced three 
people from the building for possession of dope. 

The evening was spent listening to revolutionary 
poetry and music and in rapping. 

On Friday morning, throngs of picketing 
students, determined to protect their sisters 
and brothers inside, formed triple rings around 
Ben Franklin and successfully repelled the pigs 
sent in by Scribner to bust the squatters. Scrib- 
ner, turning chickenshit, called a meeting with 
the community for that Saturday. At the meeting he 
agreed to appoint Taylor principal and promised 
to make the official announcement Wed., Oct. 21. 

But on Tuesday, the day before the official 
announcement, the Organization of Principals and 
Supervisors issued a motion in the city courtsfor 
an injunction against the Board's decision to ap- 
point Taylor. The motion was based on some bogus 
charge that Taylor was not qualified. There was no 
further clarification of this charge in spite of 
the fact that Taylor has a certificate of prin- 
cipalship from the city. 

So on Wednesday, instead of naming Tavlor 
principal, the Board appointed him acting princi- 
pal. Still the Organization of Principals and Su- 
pervisors plans to go ahead with its motion for 
an injuction. This motion was given the official 
support of the UFT when its president Albert Shan-' 
ker voiced his disapproval of Tavlor' s appointment 
by calling it a "dangerous decision because it was 
made under duress." 

Although delayed, the people's struggle for

SAIGON (LNS) --There is an organization in Sai- 
gon called the Committee of Women’s Action for the 
Right to Live.

FORT DIX, N.J. (LNS) --Three Black GI's, 
leaders of a group formed to work inside the Army 
for Black and Brown Liberation, are awaiting 
trial in the Fort Dix stockade. They are joint- 
ly charged with stealing one watch and face a 
possible six months imprisonment and a bad con- 
duct discharge. 

The men, Specialist Turner Collins, Pvt. 

Melvin Poindexter, and Pvt. Randolph Pender- 
gast were arrested following the spontaneous up- 
risings which took place at the' Fort. Dix. $pee- 
ial Processing Battalion on July 25th through 
e the 27th. 

The Special Processing Battalion, a unit 
holding men who are awaiting court-martials, 
reassignments, dishonorable discharges or other 
personnel' actions, is located in the old and is- 
olated "Black Army” of Ft. Dix, a segregated 
area which was set aside during World War II for 
Black GI 1 So ' . SPB is heavily composed of 

Blacks and Puerto Ricans existing in ghetto- like 
conditions. The men organized to demand adequate ; iJ 
and sanitary living conditions, speedier trials, 
an end to racial harassment, and continuance of 
pay. 

On July 25, the men of SPB, disgusted by the 
lack of attention given to their demands despite 
meetings between Black GI ! s and commanding of- 
ficers, carried out a one-day strike by refusing 
to go out on details and attending instead, a 
mass grievance meeting. 

Over the weekend, widespread, sporadic vio- 
lence occurrddo Riot troops from Ft. Meade were 
called in to control the men and wholesale ar- 
rests of suspected "troublemakers" followed. 

Harold Washington, attorney for the soldiers 
said, "This trial is just one phase of the Army's 
effort to smash the organized political activity 
in SPB and deflect attention from the scandal- 
ous treatment and conditions there."

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PANTHER 21 TRIAL FINALLY BEGINS: 

RAIDING DETECTIVES SCRAMBLE STORY

NEW YORK (LNS) -- "Why would the Panther 
party, which has sworn to defend the rights of 
black people, want to bomb the very stores that 
black people shop in?" defendant Afeni Shakur 
asked the jury in her opening defense statement 
for New York's Panther 21. She called the long 
string of charges -- including "conspiracy to 
bomb" hundreds of innocent Easter shoppers and 
the Bronx Botanical Gardens -- that New York 
officials have used to keep 10 Panthers in jail 
for a year and a half a "fantastic Hollywood 
plot!" 

Iris Moore, defendant Dharuba's wife, 
looked at the jury which it had taken weeks of 
exhausting cross-examination to select: "They 
are not our peers. The few token blacks are just 
that - token blacks. But out of the 209 pros- 
pective jurors, we got the best we could." 

"The sisters and brothers on trial at 100 Centre 
Street can no more get a jury of their peers, 
determining facts from the social reality of the 
black supersonic nightmare, than Nixon can endorse 
the Liberation Front of Vietnam", Dharuba agreed. 

Besides the college students who have pas- 
sed up the chance to distribute Goldberg leaflets 
on the "electoral sabbatical" given them by New 
York City schools, there are many middle-aged 
women and men, blacks and whites, on the long 
line outside the 13th floor courtroom. "I came 
to learn something, I've got an open mind," said 
a white man past his middle years. But the guards 
didn't exactly make it easy for him. "So far 
what I've learned is that you've got to have 
strong feet," he said an hour later, still wait- 
ing to be frisked before entering the courtroom. 

Spontaneous hisses greeted the entrance of 
hulky Assistant D.A. Phillips and young Assistant 
D ,A. Weinstein of the neat spectacles and the 
choir boy face, as they passed the waiting crowds. 
"The judge was actually coaching the D.A. 's on 
what to ask," said another spectator who had been 
there the day before. "He was like a school 
teacher, 'Now why don't you ask :him this?' he 
would say." 

Despite Judge Murtagh's help however, the 
prosecution could not get the five Bureau of 
Special Services agents who participated in the 
April 2nd, 1969 pre-dawn raid on Dharuba's home 
to get their story straight. 

Detective Grat, a black man, testified that 
at 5 of that morning, he knocked on the door 
of Dharuba's 126th Street apartment and identic 
fied himself as a welfare worker come to make a 
house call. 

"Come back some other time", said the 
voice on the other side of the door according to 
Grat. 


"If I come back later and bring a uniformed 
policeman with me, will you let me in?" 

"If you come back with any kind of policeman, 
you'll be in trouble," Grat said the voice 
replied . 

At that point, Grat claimed he heaid a gun 
click -- which after ten minutes of cross- 
examination -became a metallic sound. Upon 
hearing the "metallic sound", Grat said, he and 
the other men identified themselves, announced 
they had an arrest warrant, forced Dharuba to 
open the door and handcuffed him immediately . 

But on cross-examination, it turned out Grat 
couldn't recall whether he had participated in 
the handcuffing of Dharuba or where Dharuba was 
during the ensuing search. 

Detective Willis, a nattily dressed silver- 
haired white man, could not remember where Dha- 
ruba was when the door was opened, or at what 
point he was handcuffed. 

The one thing both detectives agreed on was 
that the .38 calibre revolver which they claim 
was on the bedroom window sill, was clearly in 
sight as they entered the apartment. 

Repeated defense questions as to how they 
managed to see the gun through the living-room 
wall, which stands between the door and the bed- 
room, received evasive answers. "Now please be 
fair" Murtagh scol d e d Panther Attorney, Gerry 
Lefcourt as he tried to get a clear story from 
the detectives, 

"There was a living room area and a bedroom 
area. I don't remember any clearly defined 
separation," -said Detective Willis. 

When Lefcourt attempted to define this sep- 
aration further, Murtagh protested: "I have 

made my rulings, and I do not expect defense 
counsel to question my rulings. You are a mem- 
ber of the bar and you are expected to know the 
law". 

"You understand what's happening" said Iris 
Moore during a recess. "Without a search war- 
rant, which the detectives did not have, items 
seized must be within five feet of person ar- 
rested for seizure to be legal. The detectives 
mentally knocked out a wall in order to say that 
guns and ammunition claimed to have been found 
there were visible and within five feet of Dha- 
ruba. The defense had to hire a $200 a day 
draftsman to get an architectural structure of 
the apartment to prove that the wall existed." 

But Murtagh denied defense objections and 
allowed the illegally "found" items into evi- 
dence anyway -- in spite of the detective's 
scrambled testimony. 

"It would seem Phillips having had 18 months 
to give his pigs their script would have produced 
a better testimony," Dharuba commented. He con- 
tinued, "For the most part it's clear that this 
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trial will produce far more than the state is 
prepared to deal with. Brickface Murtagh's... 
obvious bias will lead to a situation that, 
will result in the masses of people becoming 
aware of the true nature of the American Racist. 
Court System!"

"ANGELA DAVIS 1 LIFE IS IN JEOPARDY": 

NATION-WIDE PROTEST BEGINS AT HOUSE OF D IN -NY 

NEW YORK(LNS) --Angela^Davis has been on a hun- 
ger strike since Oct, 24 to dramatize and protest 
the conditions under which she and other women are 
held in Manhattan's Women's House of Detention. Ex- 
cept for 20 hours in a dormitory, Angela, who was 
arrested on Oct. 14, has been in solitary confine- 
ment where her reading materials and visitors are 
restricted as precautionary measures. 

Several hundred people showed up--on very ; 
short notice — for the demonstration outside the 
House of D the evening of Oct. 27. Women's groups, 
gay liberation, ex-prisoners from the Inmates Lib- 
eration Front, Lords, Panthers and CPers marched, 
picketed and chanted. Responsive chanting and wav- 
ing of fists between demonstrators and prisoners-- 
now typical at House of D demonstrations --were sup- 
plemented with bullhorn amplified dialogues between 
speakers and the prisoners. Joan Bird and Afeni Sha- 
kur, present on the picket lines, touched it off 
with shouts of greetings to former dell mates. When 
a speaker told them the crowd was there to free ALL 
of them, they roared back their approval. 

What moved me most was the inmates ' concern 
for Angela. Locked up in ugly, dirty, concrete and 
steel cells, they called out to the people outside, 
not about their conditions, .but about hers;. "She 
isn't eating," came repeated shouts. "She's in iso- 
lation. She's getting sick," they cried out. 

The National United Committee to Free Angela 
Davis has been formed by 15 revolutionary organi- 
zations including the National Conference of Black 
Lawyers, (NCBL) , the Young Lords Party, the Inmates 
Liberation Front and the Black Panther Party. 

Fania Davis Jordan, Angela's sister, read the 
committee's statement on Oct. 26. "Angela Davis' 
life is in jeopardy. New York is already notorious 
for its outrageous and inhumane prison conditions. 
The recent murder of Julio Roldan, a member of the 
Young Lords Party, and the treatment of the NY Pan- 
ther 21, are examples of that." 

In a call for action around the country, Fania 
emphasized: "No time should be lost in taking im- 
mediate action on behalf of Angela Davis. This at- 
tempt to destroy her can only be answered by a mas- 
sive movement to free Angela Davis." 

While the committee is filing suit against the' 
Department of Corrections through the NCLB, it is 
also calling on people to send telegrams to NY 
Commissioner of Corrections, George McGrath, demand- 
ing the immediate end of Angela's solitary confine- 
ment. 


. McGrath. .has -said that the Women's House of 
Detention does not have facilities for solitary 
•confinement, implying that the charges were false. 
Angela 's attorney, Margaret Burnham, pointed out 
.this was.-true--the Women's House of D had to pre- 
pare a special room, formally a clinic, in which 
to isolate the Black revolutionary out of fear 
of her revolutionizing the other inmates. But 
long before Angela's presence, there have been 
disruptions, protests and strikes in the House 
of D because of the notorious conditions there. 

Masai Hewitt, speaking for the Black Pan- 
ther Party, said that the conditions under which 
Angela is being kept "are what brought about the 
incident in Marinv" He said that a continuation 
of this kind of treatment of prisoners will "bring 
about many more Marins, because the spirit of 
Jonathan Jackson still lives." 

Angela will remain in the House of D while 
lawyers fight against Governor Nelson Rockefeller's 
extradition order through a writ of habeus corpus. 

A hearing will follow the filing of the writ on 
Nov. 5. In the meantime, the people will be acting 
out their part in the streets.

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CANCEROUS BIRTH CONTROL PILLS STILL ON SALE

WASHINGTON (LNS) — Eli Lilly and Upjohn 
drug companies have graciously decided to: stop 
producing their favorite, money-making, women- 
killing birth control pills: C-quens and Pro- 

vest. 

Since 1966, or maybe even before that date, 
evidence had been available from Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) which showed that beagles 
formed both malignant and non-malignant cancer- 
ous nodules on their breasts from certain pills. 

An approved, FDA-written letter was ad- 
dressed to women using the two pills stating 
"there is no proof at the present time that the 
oral contraceptives can cause cancer in humans." 
Women were encouraged to stay on those pills. 

But during the week of October 19, 1970, 
the FDA issued a new statement recommending that 
production of these pills be stopped immediate- 
ly. While Eli Lilly and Upjohn agreed on Oct- 
ober 24 that they would stop making the pills, 
they have not been removed from the market and 
reserve supplies are still for sale.

I learnt that I was something called a "re- 
fugee” when I was six or seven years old; I was 
quarrelling with a neighbor’s child and she said to 
me, ”You are a refugee so you shculdn 1 ' t shout 
at me*” How could I escape being aware of the 
Palestine problem? My parents talked cf their 
former life in Haifa, my friends lived m the 
unnatural conditions of the camp and we iearnt 
about Palestine in school* 

By the time I was 16 I was, secretly, a mem- 
ber of the Arab Nationalist Movement, believing 
in a liberated Palestine within a unified, 
socialist Arab world* My elder brothers and 
sisters had joined this party before me* We 
planned, we dreamed, we argued. I visited the 
West Bank, what was left of Palestine, and 
travelled all over it to get to know my country.”

It took June 1967, and the less of all 
Palestine and the expulsion of another quarter 
million Palestinians to make me decide that I 
had to do something positive for the cause of 
liberation.

and we have to make our protest felt by the 
American government. We were driven out 20 years 
ago and in 1967 Israel took the rest of our country 
and drove us out again .

Tell 
others not to come to Israel as tourists* We are 
not against Jews, but only against Zionists*” 

After I had finished speaking, a lady, who 
said she was from California, asked me whether I

My STATEMENT: The following is a dramatic sketch 

on my impression o l a. 30-minute Keep that went 
down Oct. 24. white, some film reels were being 
changed at the Revolutionary Women' A Conference 
on a farm near Philadelphia. 

I admit the piece 1 3 racism and sexism. I 
alio admit my own defensiveness , because I am 
a ".straight" black woman. But then again these 

feelings were not unprovoked-. 

* * * 

On the stage sit 7 women — 6 white and 1 
black. The women sit in a vast, wide circle 
( possibly they are alienated from each other , 
possibly to suggest the presence of a great 
number of women.) If this is so then we may 
assume that the women who are visible represent 
either factions within the movement, or "types" 

0 women. 

The 6 white women Sit in chairs at 6 equi- 
distant points on the circle. The black woman 
sits on the floor somewhere outside the circle. 
When the white women speak they hold a mirror to 
their faces . When the black, woman speaks no 
one listens -- 2 white women put their fingers 
in their ears and smile (these are the radical 
lesbians); 2 other white women sit wide-eyed and 
mouths agape (these are "straight" radical women); 
and the remaining 2 white women alternately 
shake their heads "no" and nod them "yes" with 
exaggerated speed (these are the liberal women). 

No one looks at the black woman when she speaks.

Radical Lesbians 

(Arms on each other’s shoulders, chanting and 
moving in a circle): Love each other, love 

ourselves; love each other, love ourselves; love 
each other, love ourselves. 

(The white women look approvingly; the black 
woman just looks. ) 

Radical Straight Woman 

1 feel oppressed. The chanting has blocked out 
my thoughts. They make it difficult for me to 
relate to them as women. 

Radical Lesbians 

(Continue chajiting and do voodoo dance around 

2 radical straight women) : That's sexism! That's

(Radical straight women shrink and withdraw in 
their chairs. )

(Radical lesbians freeze their action and do 
stock response as do the other 4 women.)

CHILDBIRTH: DOCTOR CONTROL

WASHINGTON (LNS)--It is the practice of 
American doctors to retain their position of 
omnipotence over their patients by keeping lay 
people ignorant--and such is certainly the case 
with pregnancy and childbirth. 

My doctor was medically competent in his 
prenatal care of me, but reluctant and resistant 
to natural childbirth. I told him I was interest- 
ed in childbirth without anesthetics- He reacted 
with a rap about female masochistic tendencies 
and the miracle of modem anesthetics. When I 
insisted that I simply felt that natural child- 
birth was what I wanted, he stopped the discus- 
sion by making a little deal- He agreed to per- 
form natural childbirth (who performs?) if I 
would agree in the end, to take his advice on 
anesthetics if h£ felt the situation called for 
it. This little pacification trick seemed harm- 
less enough four months before delivery- He did 
not, however, recommend books, pamphlets, or 
natural childbirth classes for me. I picked up 
what I could from the library and plowed through 
several general books on the subject and then, 
naively, believed I had done all I could to pre- 
pare * 

That was my preparation when I went to the 
hospital 0 After being shuttled around and in- 
stalled in a labor room, my god-doctor arrived. 
Lying there counting pains, I realized all this 
stuff was being rigged around my left arm. 

Scared and timid, I asked apologetically if he 
might tell me what he was doing. "Oh", he re- 
plied, "We're fixing you up" I managed to pry 
for a more specific answer as a needle dripping 
with the hormone pitocin was being put m my 


.vein- It seems my pains weren't coming fast 
enough for him so this would stimulate a quicker 
labor- That seemed abnormal and frightening to 
me but, god, there he was, a doctor, and I was 
just a pregnant woman 

The pains very rapidly got quicker and more 
powerful, I had trouble relaxing so my doctor 
decided to bring in a nurse to teach me breathing. 
The breathing might have helped me relax had I 
not been so furious that at this last minute the 
doctor finally thought about my well-being. 

Three hours after arriving at the hospital 
the doctor decided the pain was too much for me 
and despite my admittedly feeble but persistent 
objections he administered a cervix block (an 
injection of a pain killer around the cervix 
through the vagina . The drug made me nauseaus, 
dizzy, and panicky. That will pass, I was told, 
and don't I feel better now? 

I heard a woman screaming in the next room. 
She was swearing in Spanish and I passed several 
minutes translating her profanity* I asked the 
doctor if there wasn't something they could do 
for her. "Oh", he said, "She doesn't know what'fc 
going on, She's anesthetized* She won't remem- 
ber a thing," Then he and the nurses exchanged 
cracks about how funny some women sound when 
they're "under". With the drug and the pain 
(which returned double when the pain killer wore 
off) I was becoming increasingly panicked, I 
didn *.t trust anyone but here I was drugged, fat, 
and helpless, I started to cry and that was all 
they needed. My doctor decided I was too ex- 
hausted to stay awake. Reminding me with a 
fatherly smile of our agreement, he approached 
me with a hypodermic and asked if I could be 
anesthetized, I nodded and there was nothing 
more < 

He had told me it would be hours before the 
birth, but less than an hour later, my daughter 
was delivered with forceps, "You were so stubborn 
under the drug," my doctor scolded me later, "we 
had to use forceps because you wouldn't push," 

I guess ‘ I was supposed to feel guilty, but in- 
stead I felt angry, I had learned that Nembutal 
relaxes the muscles as it allows you to escape 
the present - Since delivering a child requires 
intense muscular effort, such a drug can only 
be detrimental to the final pushing. It was not 
a decision I could make . I was unable to push. 

Rfter delivery, the uterus contracts to ex- 
pel the placenta and complete the birth process. 

If this last muscular activity doesn't happen, 
the mother can hemmorhage, and I did* Again my 
doctor attributed this to some quirk of fate 
rather than to the drug he had administered. In 
addition, my nine pound term baby was placed in 
an incubator for twenty-four hours after birth. 

The explanation I received was that she had a 
little trouble breathing. I'm not surprised,' 

The birth trauma is enough. The baby certainly 
doesn't need to be heavily drugged as well. 

When I awake in intensive care having 
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transfusions, I felt sick, alone and totally 
confused. My mother and father were talking- 
about a baby. I had to work hard to remember 
that, ah yes, I f d had a baby. An image came 
of my swearing like the Spanish woman. I 
tried to remember. Nothing. When they finally 
brought her to me I was beyond even feigning 
joy. Who was this baby? The total incom- 
pleteness of the last nine months was a shat- 
tering reality. I had carried her for nine 
months dreaming of our first encounter and 
then was robbed of the logical connection that 
nature puts between pregnancy and raising the 
child--the birth experience. 

I am convinced that the male-dominated 
medical profession has so distorted the nat- 
ural validity of the mother's role in child- 
birth that they see themselves as the hero of 
every delivery they attend. The whole attitude 
of "Well, this labor would be a snap if I didn't 
have to contend with this woman" , is sick and 
destructive to both mother and child. The 
perversion of a natural event until it becomes 
a fearful and elaborate production is one way 
women are kept in their dependent, subservient 
role, I don't feel like a stoic. The idea 
that unanesthetized childbirth is masochistic 
or perverse is an idea that has been pushed 
on women. 

CHILDBIRTH: .WOMAN POWER

WASHINGTON (LNS)--My having had trained 
childbirth was simple good fortune. If I 
hadn't had some persistent friends, I prob- 
ably would have ended up where most poor women 
in Washington do- -under the heaviest anesthes- 
ia in D.C. General or Freedman's Hospital. 

Norma, a friend in Women's Liberation, 
had had a baby by the LaMaze method five 
months earlier. Two women friends kept tell- 
ing me how both Norma and Roger had been ac- 
tive in their daughter's birth, but I was 
very shy about asking Norma to talk about it. 

I thought that women were supposed to know all 
about childbearing-- that I was a freak because 
I didn't, I have heard and read that many 
American women fear that childbirth will be 
shrouded in pain. I didn't. I didn't think 
anything about childbirth. 

When I finally talked to Norma, she was 
really helpful and friendly. She called her 
OB, a staunch supporter of the LaMaze method , 
and her LaMaze teacher to find out how they 
felt about taking women who could pay very 
little. Next she called to say that the doctor 
would give me a slight reduction and that 
Phyllis would train me free. 

That afternoon I called the doctor who 
gave me an appointment two weeks later, and 
Phyllis, who said she'd call me back when I 
was almost seven months pregnant. Both time 
periods seemed like an eternity. I went to 


the .doctor .every month and I guessed everything 
was ok a / because neither of us said much. When 
I think of that n©w, I shiver. About the only 
thing of significance he told me was "that I 
might h e a little early". 

Finally in mid-August Phyllis called to say 
that our classes (Mac's and mine) would start 
next week. Each week was a different subject, 
including female anatomy and conception, the 
growth of -the fetus and the physiological and 
emotional aspects of labor and birth. I also 
learned about breastfeeding and about how With 
the aid of my coach, Mac, I would be able to 
work with my body to deliver our baby. 

I went into labor four weeks before the baby 
was due. It was a precipitious four hour labor, 
but with my knowledge of labor combined with 
Mac's and Phyllis' support, it went well. Be- 
cause labor was so -short I arrived at the hos- 
pital only twenty minutes before Nathan was 
born and a half hour before the doctor arrived, 
Nathan slipped out in good condition for a baby 
so early. If I, and in consequence, he had been 
drugged, he might have been in sluggish condit- 
ion, too full of mucous to breathe. 

Because he was only five pounds, the OB 
said he should stay in bed with me day and 
night. His staying with me was much prefer- 
able -to an incubator for both of us. I could 
provide a loving atmosphere at exactly the right 
temperature and I really was disbelieving and 
tremendously excited to see him. Yet that hos- 
pital 's "law" required that rooming-in babies 
spend from 9 p.m. to 7 a.m. in the central nur- 
sery. My hassles arose then with nurses who 
constantly wanted to take him away at night 
while we were both quietly sleeping or resting. 

We went home the next day. 

Over all, I had a remarkably good exper- 
ience. How good I didn't realize until later 
when I talked with other women who hadn't had 
a chance to learn about the different possible 
methods of childbirth. 

I was lucky to have friends who knew about 
alternatives. Natural childbirth is almost un- 
known especially among poor women and for ob- 
vious reasons: it takes more time to teach a 

woman about her body and how she can help her- 
self and, it takes away from the doctor's status 
as babybringer, if it is obviously the woman her- 
self who brings forth the child. Trained child- 
birth is one alternative to childbirth with anes- 
thesia. Each woman should be able to choose her 
way unpressured by doctors or peers. If a woman 
is knowledgeable of her anatomy, the emotional 
and physical aspects of birth, and the tech- 
niques by which , she can work with her own body, 
she can choose the method that allows her to give 
birth with dignity. 
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15 PANTHERS ARRESTED 

IN DETROIT PIG SHOOT -IN

DETROIT (LNS) -- Fifteen Detroit Black Panthers 
-- eight women and seven men -- have been charged with 
first degree murder and conspiracy to commit murder. 

The charges stem from a confrontation between Panthers 
and other members of the Black community, and Detroit 
pigs, in which a Black "mod squad 11 plainclothes agent, 

Glen Smith, was of fed. The incident occured near the 
Westside Panther office on Saturday, Oct. 24. 

Two young boys had been hawking the Panther 
paper outside a gas station when they were ticketed 
for "blocking pedestrian traffic". While the cops 
harrassed the youths, people form the community, 
including a number of Panthers, gathered around. 

When the Panthers told the pigs to lay off the boys, 
the cops grabbed one Panther and shoved him up against 
a squad car. 

T he people reacted And attacked the pigs, but 
they had managed to slide into their car and radio 
foT help. More police showed up, jumping out 

of cars and pulling out guns. The people 
met them with Tocks and bottles and the pigs began 
to go at them with clubs -- breaking the arm of one 
of the young paper-sellers. 

The pigs began to fire into the air And some- 
one shot back hitting a cop in the hand. People star- 
ted to run down the street to the nearby National 
Committee to Combat Fascism (NCCF) office, the-local 
organizing arm of €h§ Panther Party, which is equipped 
for self-defense. 

The NCCF people kn eW that they couldn't fight off 
an army of police that whs quickly forming outside, and 
tried to get the community members out of the office 
before the expected police attack. Suddenly, the police 
began to fire at the building. Seconds later, during 
the volleys of police gunfire, the 'plainclothes "mod 
squadder" ,• Glen Smith, was offed by a gun somewhere in 
the area. Smith, gun in hand, was by* his car parked 
in a vacant lot across the way from the NCCF office. 

Two houses separated him and the office building. 

After Smith was killed, one hundred Detroit police 
moved in with automatic we ^ pon , s teargas and an "armed 
personnel carrier" tank. New Police Commissioner John 
Nichols directed the operation ordering the area within 
a two-block radius of the office to be sealed off. 

The one hundred pigs laid seige to the office for 
nine hours, during Which time people' from the community 
burned four police Cars h few blocks away and stoned 
firemen who tried to put out the blazing police cars. 

The 15 Panthers inside were remembering how. 17-year- 
old Pahther Bobby Hutton was gunned down when he came 
out of his San Francisco house with his hands up. They 
refused to leave the building. The city officials on the 
outside were worrying rtbuut another f 67 style rebellion, 
and representatives of the "respectable elements of the 
Black community" were called in. The group of expect- 
ant people outside the office included the Detroit 
city council president (acting as mayor for Roman 
Gribbs, vacationing in Italy), several small-time 
city politicians -bureaucrats, a consultant to the 
Presbytery of Detroit, the head of the East Side 
Voice of Independent Detroit, a board member of the 
Detroit NAACP, and Nadine Brown, a columnist for Detroit's 
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black newspaper. 

Nadine Brown, who is a friend of 
the Panthers, along with a few Panther 
lawyers, got a guarantee that the Panthers 
could leave the house safely. But the 
three Panthers who chose to stay were 
severely gassed before they decided to 
come out. 

It is unlikely that Smith was shot 
from inside the NCCF office as the straight 
press reports it. According to a Panther 
witness there was sniper fire from the com- 
munity during the police attack. 

Smith, whom the Detroit papers wrote 
up as being a lovable guy just trying to do / 
his job, is responsible for the murder 
of a cab driver last July. The driver and 
another person were having a knife -fight 
when Smith, off duty and out of uniform, 
jumped out of his car and without showing . . 
his badge, leapt between the two men. When 
they resisted him he pulled his gun and 
fired point-blank into the cab -driver’s 
chest. Smith was cleared of all charges by 
a three-member police board. 

The special squad Smith worked with 
is responsible for deterring "crime in the 
streets" of downtown Detroit. They take 
credit for almost every Panther bust in- 
volving selling of the Panther paper. 

During the summer over 50 sisteTS and 
brothers were busted for selling the paper 
downtown on charges like "loitering and 
interfering with pedestrian tr a fficv- 
"improper diversion," or "minor soliciting 
without a license . 25 members of the Detroit 
NCCF have also had felonv charges lodged 
against them. 

Mayor Gribbs wired from Florence with 
an appeal for "continuation of cAlm in the 
city." Detroit is uptight; only two weeks 
before this attack, police had beaten and 
killed an unarmed white worker in his back- 
yard a few blocks away from the NCCF office, 
which is located in a mixed community of 
black, latins and poor whites. Gribbs prais- 
ed the "admirable restraint of his officers" 
in this "serious confrontation. 

A Panther spokesman who witnessed Satur- 
day's event replied: "First of all the pigs 
didn't use any kind of restraint, slapping 
those little brothers outon the street sell- 
ing papers. They didn't use any restraint 
pulling out their guns and harassing and 
intimidating and shooting at the people in 
the crowd. The only restraint they did use' 
was knowing that if they tried to approach 
the NCCF office a lot more of them mother- 
fuckers would have died." 

The last three Panthers to come out of 
the house, who had to be treated for tear-gas 
inhalation at a hospital, were refused bail. 
One woman and four men are being held for 
$25,000 ransom; the other seven women are 
being held under $10,000 ransom. Send bail 
contributions to NCCF Ministry of Infor- 
mation, 12845 14 St, Detroit MI.

SALINAS, Calif (LNS)--The Soledad 3 have 
become the Soledad 10. When a Soledad guard 
was found dead last January — afew days after a 
tower guard opened fire on a g$oup of black 
prisoners, murdering three — Soledad Prison 
officials chose Fleeta Drumgo, George Jackson, 
and John Clutchette to try for the killing. The 
three are now joined by seven others, young 
black men who are being charged for the killing 
of a second prison guard, and face the same 
mandatory death penalty. The guard was killed 
on July 22, and since the three were safely 
locked away' the officials had to find another 
conspiracy. 

Why these seven? All used to sit around 
rapping about politics and prison officials 
identified them as "black militants". The 
"conspiracy" includes Jessie Phillips, 20, 
serving a life sentence on a murder- robbery ; 
Walter Watson, five years to life for robbery; 
Alfred Dunn, 2(^ five years to life for rob- 
bery; Jimmy Hames, 23, one to life for robbery; 
0. C. Allen, 26, five years to life for sec- 
ond degree burglary; and Roosevelt Williams, 

27, five years to life for robbery; Since 
July 22 each has been held in solitary in a 
7x5 cell. 

On the first day of the trial, Patrick 
Hallinan, lawyer for the seven asked to be ap- 
pointed their public defender (in other words, 
having the state pay expenses). Judge Camp- 
pell (the same judge who was disqualified 
from the Soledad 3 case because of his pre- 
judicial statements), refused to grant the mo- 
tion and ruled that each of the seven must have 
an individual lawyer. Hallinan and the brothers 
refused to dismiss each other and each brother 
stood up and said, "I want Pat Hallinan for my 
1 awyer." 

Campbell then appointed Hallinan to be 
Jimmy Wagner’s lawyer (since he was the first 
one to stand up), and appointed lawyers for the 
rest. Each of the brothers dismissed the law- 
yer they were given. By that time the anger 
was rising in the courtroom and the judge post- 
poned the arraignment. 

What the judge did by not allowing the 
brothers to pick the lawyer of their choice was 
to force the defense to waste time and money 
on appeals. But as Hallinan said, "The most 
important thing is not what goes on in this 
courtroom but what goes on in the community." 

Nothing was known about the treatment the 
seven were receiving until Mrs. Bessie Phillips, 
mother of Jessie, received an anonymous letter 
from San Diego which said, "Jessie and another 
six are... in confinement for suspicion [of t\\e 
killing of the guard]. Jessie may not get a 
chance to contact. .. [you] .. .until they build a 
case against him. ..Bring your lawyer. .. they 
are trying to put it on anyone." 


The letter further explained that a 
white inmate who was interrogated had fail- 
ed a lie detector test. "They let him go 
anyway" the letter continued. 

Since their arraignment, prison officials 
have posted notices in the Soledad prison offer- 
ing early parole and monetary rewards for any 
inmates willing to testify against these broth- 
ers. It was clear to the lawyers that many 
"witnesses" obtained by this route would tes- 
tify against the brothers at the hearing, get 
their parole, and split. But their testimony 
would be admissable before a jury during trial, 
and there would be no way for the defense to 
put them on the witness stand. Therefore, 
the defense moved to waive the preliminary 
hearing of October 13, forcing the prosecution 
to produce all their witnesses before a jury. 

Security at the arraignment at the Salinas 
courthouse was greatly increased. Over 75 sup- 
porters, many of them members of the brothers' 
families who came from Los Angeles, came to 
support the brothers this time. Most of the 
supporters were black. Guards with shotguns 
stood all over the courthouse area. Bessie 
Phillips led the group, which shouted loudly 
so that the brothers, chained, handcuffed, 
and hidden behind thick screened glass, could 
hear, "Free the Soledad Severi.' Power to the 
peopl " 

"We aren't going to let you fascists get 
away with this", Bessie Phillips shouted. "We 
aren't going to let you murder our sons.'"

HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS FIRE INTO PRINCIPAL'S

Police say three shots were fired.

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HEAVY REPRESSION CONTINUES IN QUEBEC; 

MONTREAL ELECTIONS REFLECT POLITICAL PROBLEMS

MONTREAL (LNS) -- Quebec is still a country under 
martial law this week as police continue their drag- 
net search for members of the Front de Liberation 
du Quebec (FLQ) who -kidnapped -two -highly-placed 
members of the Quebec establishment, British Trade 
Commissioner James Cross, and -Quebec Minister of 
Labor Pierre Laporte, who was later found dead in 
a Montreal suburb. 

The search for the FLQ kidnappers (and for 
Cross, if he is still alive) and the" resultant gen- 
eral repression, have taken on the Wrappings of a 
full-blown police state. Soldiers armed with submachf 
ine guns line the streets of Montreal, and passers- 
by lower their voices to whispers to keep their con- 
versations from being overheard. Early morning raids 
have mounted above a thousand, and people arrested 
are ilbt heard from for days on end. No warrants or 
specific charges are necessary for a suspect to be 
detaihed. And any political action or propaganda 
in favor of the FLQ or in opposition to what many 
are beginning to call the ,f dictatprship M in Quebec, 
is crushed by the police. 

But the advent of fascism in Quebec — whe- 
ther temporary or more permanent --is not simply 
manifested by the jailing of workers, lawyers, stu- 
dents, doctors, singers, journalists, union leaders 
and political activists. More to the point is the 
heavy-handed demagogy that the bourgeois establish- 
ment in Quebec has used to defeat its electoral 
opponents in the Montreal municipal elections of 
October 25. 

English Canada and right-wing French Canadians 
whipped up a hysterical campaign against the FLQ; 

"Put the FLQ leaders up against a firing squad and 
tell them that ten more FLQers will be killed Un- 
less they admit where the kidnappers are hiding!" 
roared a right-wing Member of Parliament from west- 
ern Canada. Meanwhile, Quebec's political bosses 
set into gear a plan to convince the Quebpcois 
people that an election defeat for the M6i)treal 
establishment would mean chaos and misery for the 
province. 

"If the FRAP is elected, the streets of Montreal 
will turn into rivers of blood," threatened Jean 
Drapeau, the present Mayor of the city. He was up 
for re-election on the 25th. 

[The FRAP is the Front d 'Action Politique, a 
coalition of workers 1 committees, tenants 1 unions, 
student groups, health clinics and similar commun- 
ity organizations. It seeks to establish a base 
for radical change by electing FRAP candidates to 
Montreal’s city council and the -mayoralty and by 
doing local organizing.] 

Frightened Montreal voters went to the polls 
on the 25th under the guns of Drapeau' s police 
and Prime Minister Trudeau's federal troops. They 
voted almost universally in favor of Jean Drapeau' s 
ruling Civic Party. Not one FRAP candidate was 
elected. 

If Drapeau 's threat of bloody reprisals was 
not enough *tosway the vote, the anti-separatist 


French power elite had other ploys ready. Jean 
Marchand, French-speaking Federal minister of 
Development in Ottawa and a political cohqrt of 
Drapeau, made a blustery speech just before the 
election in which he claimed that the FRAP was 
just a front for the FLQ. (After liberal uproar 
at his interefrence in the elections, Marchand 
claimed that his English was faulty when he gave 
the speech, that he had not meant that the FRAP 
was a "front," just that it gave "moral support" 
to the FLQ.) 

There is some reality in Marchand 's scare tac- 
tic, in that the political goals and analysis of 
the underground FLQ are essentially the same as 
those of the overground FRAP. Both understand why 
there is huge unemployment in Quebec, both want 
the 80% of Quebec's industry that is owned by 
Anglo-Canadians and Americans to be socialized, 
both demand that French become the language of an 
independent Quebec. But the truth is that many 
people were disturbed by the killing of Laporte, 
and regard the FLQ as less trustworthy than they 
might have previously. 

In the middle of a crisis, the underground's 
mistakes tend to overshadow the long, patient 
political organizing of the overground (the rent 
strikes, health clinic, newspapers, demonstrations 0 
-- especially when the underground's actions lead 
to brutal and widespread repression. 

Marchand 's statement did, in fact, serve to 
turn many people off to the radical FRAP overground, 
a coalition that may still be one of the most popular 
and successful of the Quebecois groupings. There 
are many people who do not understand the necessity 
for military tactics in the Quebec revolution at 
this point. And many Quebec radicals feel that the 
FLQ kidnapping has made it harder for ordinary people 
to relate to the idea of "the military arm of the 
revolution," which is the role that the FLQ sees 
itself in. Only one of the FLQ's demands -- that 
the government rehire the truck-drivers fired by 
the Labor Ministry during last year's postal strike 
-- could have appealed directly to the way people 
feel about their present needs. But that popular 
demand was lost in the spectacular insistence on 
the release of many political prisoners and for 
payment of half a million dollars in gold bullion. 

★ * * 

Around 4:45 on Friday morning, twenty policemen 
carrying machine guns broke down the door of the 
home of Roger Venne, an employee of Hydro-Quebec. 
Dozens of other policemen, armed to the teeth, 
dressed in bullet-proof vests, surrounded the house 
as though they were attacking an FLQ hide-out. 

"Get up, you pack of dogs I" shouted a cop. The 
Venne family was put up against the wall. Insulted, 
struck and handcuffed, the members of the Venne 
family lived three hours of nightmare, while police 
siezed anything that looked like "documents" -- 
including philosophy books and one of the children's 
schoolbags . 

Mr. Venne and two of his sons were finally 
taken for interrogation to Quebec Security Police 
headquarters, and released around noon. Venne worked 
for the moderate separatist Parti Quebecois in the 
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Police in Shawingian, on the demand of 
Quebec Security Police, arrested four in- 
dividuals from Joliette who were in nossession 
of four boxes containing 1500 copies of Le 
Bluff, official newspaper of the students at 
Joliette junior college* 

Inside the publication was reproduced 
the Manifesto of the FLQ.

GUARDS EXONERATED, STUDENTS INDICTED

KENT, Ohio (LNS) -- Half; ja year after the 
Ghio National Guard opened fire* op a crowd of Kent 
State students killing four #nd’ ipjurinfc 13, : -ia 
Special Ohio State Grand Jury \\ ks coifie up with 
its final verdict: Th^y e*oflferkted the'Guard 

and issued 25 secret indictment^ against stu4ents, 
faculty and ’’outsiders ." At the same time 4^ 
people were secretly indicted on drug chargee. 

The 15-member jury, whick had been impanelled 
on Sept. 14 by Ohio State Attbrpey Gbneral Paul 
Brbwn, declared after a month of hearing^ that the 
blame for the whole thing lay with the "per- 1 
missiveness" of the KSU administration. Special 
state prosecutors who were appointed to present 
the state’s evidence came up with over 300 wit- 
nesses as well as reports from the FBI and the 
Scranton Commission — a special commission Which 
was named bv President Nixon to investigate the 
Jackspn and Kent State murders of last May. « 

When the Kent State Legal Defense Committee 
asked the state prosecutors for a full list of 
those indicted -- fearing that "fugitive" chHrge£ 
could be slapped on top of the original charges, 
the prosecutors refused. They feaid that re- 
vealing the names of those indicted would a a 
violation of cpurt orders banning anv official of 
the Grhnd Jury from discussing the proceedings. 

A few days later, the local newspapers reported 
that the 14 indictees still not arrested had 
probably gone "underground." 

When classes resumed at Kent for the fall 
quarter, the students were presented with "Think 
Week," the theme of which was "Power to the 
.Peaceful." Since then President Robert White 
has described the entirely peaceful and disciplin- 
ed rally held by Kent Yippies and the Kent 


Liberation Front in response to the indictments 
as "deplorable" and "de facto disruption." 

After months of moaning and groaning about 
their inability to "communicate" with students, 
government officials have finally decided it would 
be easier to lock the survivors up, hoping to 
intimidate the rest of Kent’s students into 
political silence. To make their point abso- 
lutely clear, the Grand Jury included a professor 
and the liberal President of the student govern- 
ment among those indicted. One student,- coaxed 
into pleading guilty on marijuana charges, was 
sentenced to 60 to 120 years in prison. 

The response of the students has been in- 
dignation and organization; the movement is preparing 
for struggles on the campus and in the courts . The 
first outdoor rally at Kent called by Yippies 
and by the KLF drew 1500 people. Meetings have 
consistently drawn crowds of 300-400. With this 
kind of base and the help of lawyers, law students 
and community people, the potential for building 
and fighting is good. 


Groups to defend the 25 and to organize 
political activity ill general have sprouted up 
since the quarter. Students have started a 
speakers bureau to provide speakers against the 
war, rfecism and government repression. 


A legal committee of over 30 lawyers is 
bringing suit in Federal court to bottle up the 
prosecutions. The 25 defendants are getting 
together to work out the nature of their defense. 
jEigfvt d^fphdants have issued a statement saying 
t^ey Will stand together and wage an agressive 
jpplitic^l defense.
